I. Claims 1-5, drawn to multiple bleaching and fixing part concentrates and 
their containers, classified in class 430, at last subclasses 450 and 460 . 

II. Claims 6-12, drawn to blixing and blix replenishing processes using single 
and diluted blixing solution, classified in class 430, subclass 393 and 400. 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the process of 
desilvering an exposed and color developed silver halide photographic material as 
claimed can be practiced with another known or commercially available blixing 
composition. Applicant should show or provide an evidence to the contrary. In the 
absence of convincing evidence, the restriction would not be removed. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired the separate status and searches in the art and can be supported the separate 
patents as divided by applicants and have no evidence of the record that are not required 
the separate consideration and search since they are the obvious variants because the 
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prior art being applied to one of them would be sufficient against all inventions, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
